Link Completion

Officers of the Torrance Cham-

The local chamber is expected
to adopt a resolution urging
that Councilman Wilder Hartley,
San Pedro representative on the
Los Angeles municipal board,
push the project. A two-mile gap
from Pacific Coast (101) high-
way north to Torrance ig the
sole remaining unimproved sec-
tion of the road which is now
deemed to have great strategic
value in linking Fort MacArthur
with the Los Angeles area.

A mile-long Harbor City link
in the long-advocated project
was opened last summer thru
joint efforts of Los Angeles city
and county.
